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City asks 
for new 
pay talks 


Following a presentation by both sides 
on the stalemated negotiations between 
the City of Lompoc and Local 660 of the 
Service Employes International Union, 
the City Council Thursday night directed 
both parties to return to the bargaining 
table in an effort to reach an agreement 
by March 14. 
Assistant City Administrator Bob 
Livingston presented the city negotiating 
team's side of the issue and B ill 
Shawhan, regional manager of Local 660, 
argued for the union. 
Last night's meeting was adjourned to 
March 14 at 7 p.m., at which time the 
council announced it will unilaterally es­ 
tablish salary and benefit adjustments 
for the approximately 30 employes 
represented by the union, in the event 
that accord has not been reached by that 
date. 


In his presentation, Shawhan accused 
the city of failing to negotiate in good 
faith, citing as specific areas of concern 
the city’s alleged refusal to compare its 
employes to federal workers who live 
and work in the city; having the fire 
chief on the negotiating committee, 
termed a conflict of interest since he 
“ would be under pressure from his own 
men if he agreed to increases which 
were greater than those given to them” ; 
unavailability of the city’s chief 
spokesman for two weeks during 
“ serious 
difficulties"; 
salary raises 
were given to the personnel director and 
assistant city 
administrator,* both 
members of the negotiating committee, 
in the midst of the negotiating process; 
an attempt to get the SEIU group to ac­ 
cept provisions identical to those already 
agreed to by other city employes; 
“ numerous" unnecessary delays in the 
bargaining process, and holding the 
meeting on a Thursday instead of Tues­ 
day “ so that the citizens could be fully 
aware of what is going on.” 


The two units of city employes 
represented by the union are clerical 
workers and planning and engineering 
employes 
"The city's last offer (to the all­ 
women clerical unit) would have 
amounted to about eight cents per hour 
increase for these women ... 65 or 70 
cents a day ... Three or four dollars a 
week." Shawhan said in his presentation. 
“ Do you know that some of these women 
have to support themselves and children 
and they are the sole source of support?" 
He called for the council to "make a 
fair decision based solely on the merits 
of the case.’’ 


“ If you do. you will support the idea 
that public employes don’t need the right 
to strike ... If you don t, you will be once 
again demonstrating that public 
employes simply cannot expect to get a 
fair shake without the same power, the 
same rights and privileges as their 
counterparts in private industry.” 
In a statement issued today, the coun­ 
cil said. “ We also recognize that negotia­ 
tions have already lasted several months 
and that an indefinite continuation would 
not likely be productive toward reaching 
a satisfactory agreement." 
If accord is not reached by March 14. 
the salary and benefit adjustments for 
the employes would be unilaterally set 
for a one-year period 
Shawhan suggested that if this was the 
course the council decided to take, it 
should give the employes an immediate 6 
per cent increase and an additional 4 per 
cent on July 1 Then, he said, negotia­ 
tions could resume later in the year. 
In its statement, the council said. “ The 
city negotiating team has at all times 
been instructed and provided the 
latitude to negotiate greater salary and 
benefit adjustments for a three-year 
agreement because of the time saving 
and other benefits of administering a 
multi-vear agreement." indicating that 
one-year benefits established unilateral­ 
ly would be less. 
in this regard, the City Council will 
be considering an initial salary adjust­ 
ment of two per cent effective upon 
adoption of an amendment to the com­ 
pensation plan, an additional two per 
cent in July. 1977 and a final two per cent 
in Januarv. 1978

A three-column ad advancing the can­ 
didacy of Karen Rush and William 
Sumner in the school board race had this 
sentence: "W e promise secret abortions 
No China agreement 
by Nixon discovered 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance said today a thorough 
check of former President Richard M 
Nixon's papers shows there is no secret 
agreement between the United States 
and the People s Republic of China. 


Vance told a news conference the 
check by him and department officials 
through the same papers also showed 
there was not even an “ understanding 
between the Nixon administration and 
the Peking leadership 


The comment was in response to a 
report last week indicating former 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
and the late Mao Tse-tung secretely 
agreed on a timetable for better rela­ 
tions and a possible break in U S ties 
with Taiwan.

had quit to pursue “ other alternatives to 
her pregnancy." The one incident oc­ 
curred six years ago. she said. 
Johnson said she heard the rumor 
about 10 days ago. when a school bus 
driver told her she was being falsely ac­ 
cused of using her bus to transport girls 
to a Santa Ynez clinic for abortions 
Johnson said the driver told her there 
was no truth to the rumor 
An investigation by the Record today 
did turn up the report that the Santa 
Ynez Valley Medical Clinic performed 
abortions until September of last year 
when in the words of a secretary in the 
clinic "the doctors decided they didn t 
want to do abortions anvmore 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Unemploy­ 
ment rose to 7.5 per cent in February, 
when severe winter weather and energy 
shortages caused layoffs of thousands of 
workers, 
the Labor Department 
reported today. 
The layoffs wiped out some labor 
market improvements in early January, 
but economists were relieved the 0.2 per 
cent increase did not match scare stories 
spread during the height of the crisis. 
Joblessness still t-emains 1.5 per cent 
below the recession peak, and a half per 
cent below the 1976 high of 8 per cent last 
November. There had been fears the 
weather might create unemployment ex­ 
ceeding 9 per cent 
January’s 7.3 per cent unemployment 
rate was a post-recession low. 
The weather caused some 225,000 ac­ 
tual layoffs in February. Government 
experts believe hundreds of thousands of 
other persons were furloughed tem­ 
porarily during the crisis, but were not 
counted as unemployed. 
A total of 7.2 million persons were out 
of work last month But employment 
also rose by 400,000 to a new record of 89 
million The total labor force also in­ 
creased by 630.000 after a sharp decline 
in January. 
Julius Shiskin. head of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, said the bad weather 
"has distorted some of the underlying 
economic trends this winter." But he in­ 
dicated the distortion was probably 
worse in January than February. 
In Feburary, he said, there were in­ 
dications the total number of jobs might 
have increased by another 100,000 
without weather and energy problems. 
Although 
unemploym ent 
“ has 
remained at unprecented high levels" 
since the recovery began, Shiskin said. 
Rights defense 
to continue, 
Vance declares 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - SecreLny of 
State Cyrus Vance said today the United 
States will continue its outspoken 
defense of human rights around the 
world despite criticism from the Soviet 
Union. 
"Concern for human rights is one of 
the fundamental values of this country 
and it will be threaded through our 
foreign policy," he told a news con­ 
ference at the State Department 
Vance acknowledged that there has 
been some adverse reaction from the 
Soviet Union but said he does not think it 
will affect other bilateral matters such 
as arms negotiations. 
“ We have noted a deep and abiding in­ 
terest on the part of the Soviet leaders on 
questions of arm s c o n tro l," he 
cautioned. 
Vance s statement came as the Soviet 
government apparently issued its most 
serious counter-attack on President 
Carter’s human rights movement. 
In Moscow, the Soviet government 
newspaper Izvestia today accused two 
U S diplomats of being agents for the 
CIA and of using activist Jews to help 
them. 
Vance, who will be going to Moscow 
later this month to talk about an arms 
agreement, said the trip will be a fact­ 
finding mission 


the growth in employment continues to 
be strong. 
The crisis was clearly winding down 
when the latest unemployment survey 
was conducted in early February. 
Average working hours had already 
begun to recover from unusually low 
levels in January. 
The average duration of unemploy­ 
ment also fell to 14.7 weeks, the lowest in 
21 months. But there was an increase of 
220,000—to 1.3 million—in the number of 
persons working shortened hours for 
economic reasons. 
The Labor Department said weather- 
related energy shortages were responsi­ 
ble for nearly all of the increase in 
workers forced to work shorter hours. 
Agricultural employment remained at 
an all-time low of 3.1 million, obviously 
because of the weather. Employment in 


also 
government and manufacturing 
showed no increase from January. 
But there was an unexplained 70,000 in­ 
crease in construction jobs, and employ­ 
ment in the retail trades and services 
also rose by about 165,000 
All kinds of workers—men, women, 
teen-agers — benefited from the in­ 
crease in available jobs. But the layoffs 
effected adults primarily. 
Unemployment rates rose slightly to 
5.8 per cent for men. 7.2 per cent for 
women and 13.2 per cent for blacks 
Teen-age joblessness declined to 18.5 per 
cent. 
The average work week increased by 
one-half hour to 36 4 hours, primarily 
because of a recovery in manufacturing 
and construction This caused a 1.8 per 
cent increase in average weekly earn­ 
ings. 
Amin’s ‘death list’ 
reported by sources 


NAIROBI. Kenya (U P I) — President 
Idi Amin's security forces have drawn up 
a death list of some 7.000 civil servants 
and professional people in Uganda, 
highly placed sources in Kampala 
reported today. 
The reports came as the systematic sl­ 
aying of Christians and Acholi and Langi 
tribesmen continued, according to 
refugee acounts. 
The Kampala sources said at least 
7.000 persons were on the death list, 
mainly top and middle class civil 
servants and professional persons — 
Christians or Acholi and Langi —all 
earning more than $125 monthly. 
A similar purge appeared to be un­ 
der way in the Ugandan army itself 
where refugees reported seeing Langi 
and Acholi troops handcuffed and led 
away and even their families later 
rounded up. 
Refugees interviewed at the U N High 
Commission for Refugees refused to give 
their names or even specific job occupa­ 
tions because of fear for their families 
still inside Uganda 
However, they included highly 
qualified teachers, doctors, businessmen 
and clergymen. 
All spoke of death lists. “ A highly 
placed friend came to me at night and 
told me I was on the list to be killed the 
next evening." 
one middle-aged 
clergyman said. “ I fled the same even­ 
ing and walked to Kenya ” 


Refugee reports said the death toll in 
the continuing purge of Christians and 
opposition tribesmen may be in the thou­ 
sands. 
Despite the widespread killings and a 
worsening of Washington-Kampala 
relations, virtually all U.S. missionaries 
working in the East African country 
have decided to stay in Uganda, church 
officials said Thursday. 
Several hundred refugees have fled to 
Kenya in the last few weeks since a 
purge by President Idi Amin’s troops 
started in e a rly Feb ru ary. The 
crackdown followed Amin’s charges of a 
coup attempt against him. 
Many refugees told of widespread 
atrocities and. though specific facts 
were impossible to verify independently, 
it appeared certain hundreds, and pos­ 
sibly thousands, of Ugandans have been 
killed. 
The massacres appeared aimed at 
some of Uganda's six million Christians 
and against Acholi and Langi tribesmen 
who have been the victims of Amin’s 
wrath in previous purges. Amin, a 
Moslem, comes from the tiny Kakwa 
tribe 
One refugee, a former teacher in the 
Ugandan army, said he personally saw 
Amin's troops round up scores of opposi­ 
tion tribesmen in his barracks and 
march them away in handcuffs, 
parently to be shot 
ap*

Four of the five members of the Lom­ 
poc City Council have varying degrees of 
interest in being the mayor of the town, 
but none of them is predicting how the 
election will turn out on March 15. 
Only Councilman Charles Ward has 
firmly stated that he does not want to be 
mayor He also is the only one who was 
willing to state whom he will support 
when the selection is made a week from 
Tuesday 
“ I will nominate Joe Valencia to be 
mayor." Ward said 


Councilman Valencia made no secret 
of the fact that he would like to be 
mayor, but as for his chances of achiev­ 
ing the post in his second year as a coun­ 
cilman he would not speculate. 
i t looks pretty difficult." Valencia 
said "1 don't know whether we will have 
a change or not. Steve (Mayor E C . 
Stevens) has been a great mayor and he 
does an excellent job 
“ 1 feel, however, that we need a new 
viewpoint from the mayor's chair We 
have had a moderate situation going on 
for the past seven years, with Steve ami 
Art Scott trading back and forth. 
“ Chuck (Ward) and I have a mandate 
from the people that is only a year old 
We bring the ideas of the people to the 
council and we have not hesitated to go 
against established views," 


Valencia cited as examples the “ new 
attitude" toward the Economic Develop­ 
ment Association, opposition to apart­ 
ments in the Ryon Park area and an un­ 
bending attitude toward placing a 
racquetball facility in Ryon Park He 
also noted the recently adopted changes 
in the agenda for the council meetings 
giving the public better opportunity for 
input at council sessions 


“ I believe that we represent a better 
cross section of community views." 
Valencia said He added, however, that 
the mayor is no more or no less than any 
other member of the City Council. 
“ He simply has the opportunity to be 
the city’s ambassador to many events." 
he said 
Valencia considers the selection of the 
mayor to be “ one of the least important 
items on the agenda — along the lines of 
the consent calendar," he said 


A system of rotating the mayor’s job 
would be helpful, he added. 
Likely to be Valencia’s chief opponent 
for the position is Stevens, who would 
make no prediction of the outcome of the 
March 15 voting " I have learned over 
the years that what the situation is one 
day may not be the same the next day So 
I have stopped anticipating until the 
votes are counted ” 
He said, however, that he is willing to 
serve as mayor again 
“ I enjoy serving in this capacity." he 


said “ There are a number of programs 
in which the city is currently involved 
and I would like to continue if that is the 
wish of the other council members." 
He added, “ I am prepared to give my 
full support to whoever is elected " 
" I don’t think much of the idea of 
rotation." Stevens said “ The job is in­ 
credibly demanding on a person’s time 
and some couldn’t possibly find the time 
to give, 


"Also, while they may be perfectly 
adequate in other respects, some are 
just not cut out for being mayor. I think 
it would not be in the best interest of the 
people of Lompoc to rotate the job.” 
Asked whether he thought he might be 
nominated by another member of the 
council, Stevens replied, " I hope so. I 
think there might be one who would, but 
I don’t have any real expectations.” 
By process of elimination, that one 
would have to be Councilwoman Elinor 
Lefkowitz, 


“ I haven’t the foggiest notion how the 
vote will turn out," she said " I really 
don't have a lot of druthers." 
Would she like to be mayor? 
" I suppose someday I might if I were 
on the council for a few years, but I real­ 
ly don't aspire to be mayor." 
She emphasized that she felt it takes 
two or three vears on the council for a 
person to get the hang of things She. in­ 
cidentally. is beginning her third year as 


a council member. 
in all fairness.“ she said, "the 
mayor's job should be rotated. Other 
cities do this as a courtesy to each other. 
The mayor has no more power than any 
other member of the council, but it does 
take more time." 
She sidestepped the question of 
whether she would make a nomination at 
the council meeting. " I am open-minded 
at this point." she said 
If she does nominate Stevens, the 
deciding vote would be in the hands of 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton, a 
member of the council for 11 years but 
never chosen to be mayor. 
Councilman Ward nominated her for 
the post last year but Mrs Lefkowitz 
supported Valencia's nomination of 
Stevens. 
“ 1 have nothing to add to what I said 
last year," said Mrs Benton, who com­ 
mented after her defeat that she had 
hoped the council would “ come out of the 
19th Century." 
" I have no predictions I am just going 
to let the others fight it out while I sit 
back and enjoy it,” Mrs. Benton said 
Would she like to be mayor? 
“ That’s a stupid question." she 
replied. “ Everybody should be in line for 
the mayor’s job at some time — that 
hasn't changed 
But I am not an­ 
ticipating anything this year. I haven’t 
discussed the election with anyone and I 
don't expect to "

Webb 
believes the choice of a new 
president to succeed W alter 
Conrad, who is retiring, is a key- 
problem facing the board 
He believes that "without any 
ad d itio n al local tax es, the 
college can continue the ex­ 
cellent program that it has of­ 
fered in the past and the college 
can change with the tim es." 
Here is the way Webb sees 
the role of the college board 
i t ’s a very simple organization 
as I see it with the board of 
trustees at the top and their

SACRAMENTO (UPIl - 
Rose Bird, nominated as chief 
justice of the state Supreme 
Court, says she would gladly ap­ 
pear at a public hearing of the 
Judicial Appointments Com­ 
mission and answer all ques­ 
tions about her qualifications. 
In the past, Ms. Bird said 
Thursday, nominees to the high 
court have not been invited to 
appear at a qualifications hear­ 
ing of the three-member com­ 
mission which meets Monday in 
San Francisco. 
Likewise, she said she had 
had no communication with the 
commission or received an in­ 
vitation to appear. 
Republican Attorney General 
Evelle J Younger, a member 
of the commission, sent Ms. 
Bird an unusual 14-point ques­ 
tionnaire earlier in the day in 
which he asked about her legal 
experience, views on a hypo­ 
thetical death penalty law and 
states vs. federal rights 
He said he did so because Ms. 
Bird. 41, who built a reputation 
as a no-nonsense secretary of 
agriculture and services, had 
no previous judicial record 


which he could examine and he 
had no biographical informa­ 
tion on her. 
Younger also said he offered 
to Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
the services of a Department of 
Justice agent who would con­ 
duct a background investi­ 
gation of Ms. Bird. He said 
Brown has not accepted it. 
Younger told a news confer­ 
ence form er Gov. Ronald 
Reagan asked for such an in­ 
vestigation routinely when his 
made nominations to the 
Supreme Court The agent’s in­ 
formation then was reported to 
the commission. 


Ms. Bird told U PI she was 
confused about whether Young­ 
er sent her the questionnaire on 
behalf of himself as a member 
of the commission or as a 
representative of the full com­ 
mission. She said she assumed 
it was on behalf of himself. 


“ I am happy to respond to 
any questions of any member of 
the commission and to the com­ 
mission as a whole,” Ms. Bird 
said. ‘‘I ’m more than happy to 
come in and attend a public 


hearing and answer any ques­ 
tions that any of them have.” 
Younger is an advocate of 
restoration of the death penalty 
in California. Since her nomina­ 
tion Feb. 12, Ms. Bird has 
declined to detail her feelings 
about the death penalty except 
to say that “ I believe very 
strongly in the sanctity of life.” 
In one of his questions, 
Younger asked her: 
“ If a law, such as the death 
penalty, were passed pursuant 
to a specific state constitutional 
amendment in conformity with 
United State Supreme Court 
decisions, and assuming you 
disagreed philosophically with 
the wisdom of that law, would 
you attempt to nullify that law 
by judical legislation or con­ 
struction?” 


Ms. Bird told a reporter that 
she would prefer to answer 
Younger directly rather than 
through the news media. 


Younger also asked several 
questions relating to states 
rights. They apparently were 
triggered when, as a Santa 
Clara County public defender. 


she helped establish a legal 
doctrine which holds that ap­ 
pellate court decisions can be 
founded on state grounds in­ 
dependent of federal grounds. 
Involved in the case was the 
search for evidence of a gar­ 
bage can by police. The state 
Supreme Court ruled the action 
unconstitutional and the state 
attorney general sought to ap­ 
peal it to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
Ms. Bird filed a friend of the 
court brief in the case, arguing 
that the decision had been 
founded on independent state 
grounds. The federal court 
refused to hear it and sent it 
back to the state. 
" It would appear that some of 
those questions inolve the 
rather conservative judicial 
doctrine of independent state 
grounds.” Ms. Bird observed. 
“ It is sort of like a states rights 
issue ” 
Other Younger questions 
asked how many cases she had 
tried in municipal, superior and 
state appellate courts as well as 
before the U.S. Supreme Court 
and in other federal courts.

SA CRA M EN TO (U P Ii - 
Hazardous genetic research 
would be regulated by a new 
state commission under legisla­

(U PI) — Prime Minister Ian 
Smith rammed a controversial 
bill to relax Rhodesia's racial 
laws through parliament today, 
fighting off a challenge by 
right-wing rebels and gaining a 
bare two-thirds majority neces­ 
sary for passage 
The measure, which ends 
most restrictions on black 
ownership of land and is a 
pivotal element in Smith’s bid 
for an “ internal” majority rule 
settlem ent, was the first 
legislation in Rhodesian history 
to depend on the support of 
black members of parliament 
It cleared the House of As­ 
sembly by a vote of 44 to 12. the 
exact number needed for a two 
thirds m ajority in the 66- 
member body 
The government summoned 
two supporters from their 
sickbeds for the vote—Minister 
of M ines Ian D illon and 
backbencher Jack Chnsiie. who 
were both recovering from 
heart attacks

A 10-pound rock discovered 
by M arjorie Hasley, head of the 
science departm ent at Santa 
Ynez E lem entary School and a 
m em ber of the Santa Ynez 
Valley Rock Club, on a recent 
field trip of club m em bers to 
the beach, is causing much 
s p e c u la tio n a m o n g a r e a 
rockhounds. 
Mrs Hasley said the rock has 
the characteristics of being a 
m eteorite and a sam ple has 
been sent to the state geological 
laboratory in San Francisco for 
analysis. 
M rs 
H asley reported the 
rock or m eteorite had landed 
only a day or so before The ac ­ 
tion of the sea w ater would 
have soon eroded the dark iteon 
m eteorite to iron oxide, but the 
sides, when discovered, in­ 
dicated fresh, shiny m etal. 
She explained that the piece 
of rock is “ flying saucer" in 
shape “The top is covered with 
m etallic crystals. Iron is not 
fo u n d in an e le m e n t in 
crystalline form on earth The 
leading edge of the m eteorite 
was melted and was sloughed 
off." she said 
“ The m eteorite evidentally 
fell during low tide, hitting the 
wet sand a few feet from the 
w ater’s edge Wet sand has the 
flexibility of concrete and so 


the m eteorite, being hard but 
brittle, broke on im pact." she 
added 
The large jagged piece was 
found at high tide on top of 
rounded beach stones 
Mrs. 
H asley 
and 
h er d a u g h ter. 
M arie, returned the following 
w<>ekend and discovered two 
other half pound pieces about 25 
feet from the first These, she 
said, were m ore eroded after 
being bathed in the sea w ater 
for a week 
Mrs 
Hasley theorized “ the 
rest of the m e te o rite th at 
landed is em bedded under 
several feet of sand The action 
of the sea w ater will soon 
reduce it to unrecognizable iron 
oxide ' 
She also related the theory of 
the ancient planet Vulcan which 
was in orbit between Jupiter 
and M ars 
‘‘In ancient tim es 
this planet exploded Debris is 
still floating in orbit around the 
sun We call the larger debris 
a stro id s and the p iec e s of 
debris som etim es collide with 
each other, shatter and are 
bounced out of their usual orbit 
"P articles may become en­ 
tangled in the earth's gravity 
field and fall toward the earth 
as a m eteor Even bits as small 
as the head of a pin can have a 
large display of light Millions 


of these tiny particles enter the 
earth ’s atm osphere per day but 
less than 10 are large enough to 
survive the fall through the a t­ 
m osphere If this theory is cor­ 
rect. the piece of debris dis­ 
covered on the beach cam e 
from the center of the ancient 
planet If it were from the crust 
it would be stony 
“ M eteorites enter the e a rth ’s 
atm osphere at the speed of 25 
miles per second Speed of im ­ 
pact depends on the direction of 
entry in relation to the rotation 
of the earth which travels at 185 
m iles per second at the equator. 
The entry takes only a few se­ 
conds This is tim e for only the 
surface to become heated and 
melted. The inside is still cold 
The crystalline structure of the 
iron could only have been 
formed during the cooling of the 
molten m etal under im m ense 
pressure such as the environ­ 
ment of a planet’s interior."

United Press International 
Dying winter and impending 
spring have delivered a one-two 
punch to the nation’s midlands 
— snowstorms in the north and 
tomado-laced thunderstorms in 
the south.

A twister overturned a trailer 
home south of Demopolis, Ala., 
Thursday night but no injuries 
w ere rep o rted 
T ornadoes 
to u c h ed down in se v e ra l 
Louisiana towns, causing minor 
damage Seven persons were in­ 
jured by twisters in Oklahoma 
Wednesday night. 
Localized flash flooding was * 
reported in parts of the lower 
Mississippi Valley but there 
w ere no reports of m ajor 
damage 
Flash flood watches were 
posted for portions of Tennes­ 
see. Illinois. Mississippi and In­ 
diana 
Melting snow and ice 
jams triggered a flash flood 
watch in western New York 
state 
Heavy snows swept portions 
of the Northwest, trapping as 
many as 500 cars on Interstate 
80-N near Pendleton. Ore.

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School board candidates

All eight candidates in the 
race for two seats on Lompoc 
Unified School District Board 
of Trustees were interviewed 
by the Record as a public ser­ 
vice in order to shed as much 
light as possible on the merits 
of the election. 
All candidates were asked the 
same 12 questions: 1) What is 
your feeling about extending 
career education to the elemen­ 
tary grades? 2) What would you 
do about discipline in the 
schools9 3) What role would you 
want for the schools in addition 
to the primary one of educating 
the young? 4) In your view, has 
the school board been respon­ 
sive to the community? Give an 
example that illustrates your 
feeling. 5) What is your feeling 
on the administration? Its size? 
Salaries? Duties? 6) What is 
your feeling about school 
employes and their new right to 
collective bargaining? 7) What 
is your feeling about the educa­ 
tion program generally9 Would 
you change it? If so, in what 
way? 8) What is your position 
on the tax rate? Too high9 Just 
right? Or what? 9) What is your 
feeling about the Brown open 
meeting law with its restric­ 
tions on secret meetings? What 
is your position on the state’s 
laws governing rights to public 
documents? 10) What is your 
feeling about vocational educa­ 
tion programs generally? 11) 
What is your feeling aboud 
adult education programs? 12) 
What is your view of teacher 
salaries? 
Some of the candidates 
strayed from the main ques­ 
tions and some answered 
sparingly, while others had to 
be cautioned about the length of 
their answer because their 
answers were overlong 
All answers were read back 
to the candidates for approval 
of the wording 
Some of the answers were 
shortened, particularly when 
the candidate strayed from the 
question 


Donald R. Adams 


it should also concern the ad­ 
ministration. 
I recognize the need for 
collective bargaining. 
It’s a 
result of poor administration. If 
the ad m inistration were 
responsive to employes’ needs it 
would not have been such a 
major issue. However, it’s a 
good way to deal with the issues 
that affect all employes. 
Unfortunately, we don’t have 
a good way to measure what we 
have now. We don’t have a con­ 
sistent evaluation program. 
There are indications in the test 
scores that don’t look too good 
But I wouldn’t change 
anything until we know more 
about how well we’re doing now 
and what the community wants 
as determined by the needs as­ 
sessment program. 
Compared to tax rates in 
other county areas, the tax rate 
here doesn’t seem abnormally 
high. But it’s only one factor in 
school financing. Assessed 
valuation and other income 
revenue sources are facotrs in 
the total of $1,400 per pupil 
education costs. We have to 
look at the total cost. 
I ’m in total accord with the 
Brown Act and I believe in the 
concept of open proceedings. 
I recognize the need for 
vocational education. Personal­ 
ly it comes second to the 
academic. There are two 
career paths—there are some 
students you have to prepare 
for college and others who need 
to be prepared for a vocation. 
I'm concerned with the pos­ 
sibility of duplicated vocational 
programs and the unnecessary 
costs they incur 
There’s a definite need for 
adult education As long as that 
need continues we should con­ 
tinue to provide that service. 
I would say that as teacher 
salaries presently stand, they 
are reasonable

There is value in 
talking about the different 
fields As far as training is con­ 
cerned it’s a little too early to 
start it in elementary grades 
But in the eighth grade, beginn­ 
ing with counseling, there are 
only two paths: college prep 
and vocational 
Discipline is a very difficult 
problem 
There are legal 
aspects You have to establish a 
task force of parents, teachers, 
community people. We have to 
look into this together and work 
out a solution 
If arrangem ents can be 
worked out for greater com­ 
munity use of school facilities, 
it sounds like a good idea You 
don’t want it to be a burden to 
the school district. 
I don’t think the school board 
has been responsive to the com­ 
munity on many issues The 
most outstanding example was 
their disregard to the petition 
with 4.000 signatures asking for 
a one-year delay in school 
closures to give time to study 
the development of alter­ 
natives. 
As far as the size of the ad­ 
ministration it's in relation to 
the needs of the past. The ad­ 
ministration has not been 
reduced in size to match the 
decline in enrollment and the 
reduction in the teaching staff 
There seems to be an inequity 
between the administration and 
the teachers Teacher salaries 
seem to be in line with those 
statewide, but administrators 
salaries I understand are in the 
upper five per cent as far as 
salaries are concerned. 
I d have to reserve judgment 
as to whether every function is 
needed at every level It’s ob 
vious the administrators and 
the school board are not addres­ 
sing the problem areas There 
is a lack of public confidence in 
the school system in general 
Teacher morale is low It s an 
area of contvrn to me I d think

Robert Coe: Coe has lived in

Coe entered the race basing 
his campaign on the promise 
“ to provide the highest quality 
of education possible for our 
children at a price we can af­ 
ford.” 
Coe’s answers: 
Vocational 
education is important to us 
I've heard that 80 per cent of 
the jobs to be filled don’t 
require a college education 
The extension of career educa­ 
tion into the elementary grades 
is probably an admirable idea, 
but I wouldn't want to divert 
funds 
from 
s e c o n d a ry 
vocational education if funds 
are limited It’s a good idea to 
start youth thinking about life 
and job selection at the elemen­ 
tary level 
I would be as supportive of 
the teacher and the principal as 
possible when it comes to dis­ 
cipline I'm aware that students 
have due process, but it’s in­ 
cumbent on everyone to es­ 
tablish a learning environment 
that is best for the majority. 
The offending students have 
their rights, but the non­ 
offending student has the right 
to be in class without disrup­ 
tion 
As far as saying we'd make 
community schools as such, the 
prime purpose is education, 
anything else would be only if it 
did not interfere with the 
education process I wouldn’t 
want the schools opened up 
every night of the week. I'd 
have to have more information 
on specific uses At the moment 
we're doing a good job of mak­ 
ing the schools available 
through the use of fields for 
athletics and the rooms for 
youth groups. 
The school board is respon­ 
sive to the community. Ex­ 
amples needs assessment is an 
endeavor to involve a signifi­ 
cant number of parents to help 
establish education goals for 
our school system. The board 
has established advisory com­ 
mittees with citizen input such 
as Early Childhood Education. 
Interscholastic sports is 
another example, and the com­ 
mittee on assessment of affir­ 
mative action policy is another. 


The committee and subcom­ 
mittee looking into compliance 
with Title 9 is another example 
The board must be responsive 
to the community The board 
member before making his 
decision on every matter must 
seek the best information from 
anvone who is concerned with 


the matter at hand. 
The current cost of ad­ 
ministration of our district is 
lower than most districts in this 
county in that the percentage of 
dollars spent in this district is 
lower than in other districts in 
the county. 
We’re faced with budget cuts 
and curtailments, with declin­ 
ing enrollment but cuts should 
not occur at the classroom level 
first. I would expect that each 
of the jobs in the district office 
would be filled with capable 
people well paid for their ef­ 
forts and without overlapping: 
responsibilities. I would insist 
that all district office jobs are 
essential to the education 
process of our children. I have 
no preconceived ideas about 
district office staff changes 
My feeling about collective 
bargaining is this: Let’s get our 
dollars and cents questions set­ 
tled and get down to the task at 
hand which is educating our 
children. Collective bargaining 
is mandated by law. Let’s get it 
over with and not have any hard 
feelings remain. 
I ’ve had three children in the 
school system and I believe we 
have a fine education process I 
want to serve on the board so I 
can do my share to maintain the 
high level of education that is 
offered in the school district. I 
want to explore questions of 
vocational education to see 
what we can do to improve the 
job we are doing and providing 
students with entry level skills 
in the job market 
Our school tax rate is lower 
this year than last. I believe in 
budgeting on an essentials-only 
basis. If it means that the tax 
must be adjusted upward or 
downward to pay the costs 
necessary to provide education, 
we as a community want, so be 
it. 
Matters of personnel, litiga­ 
tion or briefing our represen­ 
tative for negotiations—I will 
participate in executive ses­ 
sions. I will uphold the Brown 
open meeting law 
The academic subjects must 
not be restricted. We probably 
should do more We do a good 
job in the automotive field. We 
should look at the program to 
see where we might expand 
We have a fine adult educa­ 
tion program 
It is self- 
sustaining. Its high school 
diploma program is very suc­ 
cessful. Working in conjunction 
with the prison and with others 
who do not have high school 
diplomas, we re making it pos­ 
sible for a large number of in­ 
dividuals to gain their diplomas 
every year. 
I believe we should pay the 
teachers as much as possible 
within the resources available. 
It is false economy to try to 
skimp on salaries. TTie teachers 
have the prime contact with the 
students. I believe a teacher 
should be well-paid and well- 
motivated so that they provide 
the educational challenges to 
the students 


reverse it and start near the 
top. The administrators are 
probably worth their salaries, 
education has to be worth 
something. 
I believe collective bargain­ 
ing is a good idea. It makes the 
employes feel a little stronger. 
The school board can’t get 
aw ay w ith ig norin g the 
employes.

And for those stu­ 
dents who want to go to college, 
college prep courses are fine. 
The t2x rate is a touchy ques­ 
tion I would kind of hold the 
line on the tax rate. The school 
board has to become more con­ 
servative and not spend money 
just for the sake of spending. 
They should listen more to the 
community and get people 
more involved because it’s the 
people who pay the taxes 
The Brown open meeting law 
is good because citizens have a 
right to know. If I ’m elected I ’d 
let the citizens know If I get 
elected, it means that the 
public has trust in me. Politics 
is a touchy field. I think a 
trustee should do everything he 
can to uphold the law 
In terms of vocational educa­ 
tion. I ’d expand graphic arts; 
automotive shops should get a 
little more. You’d have to ask 
vocational education teachers 
what they need. 
Adult education has to rate 
pretty high in the community 
In Santa Barbara they offer 
more courses. I feel that it’s 
pretty good here. 
If elected I ’d talk to teachers 
to see if we can hold the line on 
teacher salaries. If elected I 
plan to give my trustee salary 
of $30 a meeting to the As­ 
sociated Student Body at the 
secondary schools That would 
be $15 a month to each of the 
four schools

should have little career 
centers in all the schools, not as 
extensive as the high schools. 
There are about 20,000 types of 
jobs and most people can only 
name about 10. 
My solution for the discipline 
problem is as it was two years 
ago and that is that parents and 
teachers and students have a 
good rapport Teachers should 
go to homes before school 
starts and develop good rap­ 
port They generally wait until 
there’s a problem and then the 
teacher goes to the parent, the 
parent supports the child, the 
principal supports the teacher. 
You can t get any agreement 
when the two sides are at war 
As far as other roles for the 
schools. I don’t know what you 
mean The name of the game is 
educating all students. 
Another role is cooperation 
with all other agencies. The 
police with their crackdown at 
Lompoc High School wouldn’t 
have been as effective without 
cooperation of the schools. 
No. the school board has not 
been responsive to the com­ 
munity Several times without 
success I ’ve requested they 
hold meetings at 7:30 p.m. in­ 
stead of 7 p.m. at the very least 
Mrs Steiger told me if parents 
are well motivated they'll get 
there at 7 p m I requested for 
two years that they use the one­ 
time money in a way that will 
save the taxpayer future tax 
raises They still insist on using 
the money for other things 
Over 300 meetings and over 
4.000 petitions asked them not 
to close schools If schools had 
to be closed the least they could 
have done is survey the people 
to find which ones to close 
A needs assessment survey of 
the 
c o m m u n ity 
was 
a 
worthwhile idea but the present 
planned needs assessment sur­ 
vey will not fulfill the job The 
18 questions being sent out to 
the public came from Chico 
College They poorly represent 
the questions our community is 
asking The survey is also in a 
random survey and instead of a 
complete survey 
I would 
prefer a 100 per cent survey of 
the citizens, like the on-campus 
smoking survey, and questions 
m ore 
p e rtin e n t 
to our 
problems 
I'm very disgusted with the 
a d m in is t r a t io n 's 
posh 
seminars, their excessive 
travel and the number of cer­ 
tificated people that are not 
behind the desks in teaching 
situations. 
Collective bargaining is the 
right of all employes to have 
some control over their work­ 
ing conditions. 
If elected I ’d get rid of ITA I 
would cut down the number of 
combination classes to the 
lowest number possible. I’d in­ 
stitute either the teacher visit 
to the home or some other type 
program like the E a r ly 
Childhood parent participation 
so good discipline can be 
restored Without discipline and 
the attention of the child very 
little teaching is done 
I've been asking them to save 
the one-time money to benefit 
the taxpayer to stop a tax in­ 
crease 
In 1974-75 the school 
tax rate was about $3 75 per 
$100 of assessed valuation In 
1975 - 76 it was $5 19 
It’s es­ 
tablished at $4 90 in 1976- 77 In 
1975 '76 it could have remained 


at $3.75 instead of being raised 
to $5 19 if the Lompoc Unified 
School District had put the one­ 
time money ($1 670 million) 
into the general fund for tax­ 
payers relief instead of reserv­ 
ing it for later spending as they 
pleased 
Again if this money 
(over $1 million) were put to 
general use it would reduce the 
$4.90 tax rate of this year. 
The Brown Act still doesn’t 
stop unpublished meetings un­ 
less each individual sends a 
special request to receive 
notice (to be delivered per­ 
sonally or by mail 24 hours 
before the meeting) for all 
meetings they would want to at­ 
tend 
In terms of vocational educa­ 
tion we have CETA, ROP, 
county school programs. Han­ 
cock College programs, NYC. 
county jail programs, regular 
high school programs and now 
R A V E 
R e g io n a l 
A d ult 
Vocational Education 
The RA VE program is to sur­ 
vey all the other programs and 
prevent duplication besides in­ 
itiating programs as well 
I feel surveying all the 
programs is necessary but feel 
another program with more 
money spent should not have 
been the answer All agencies 
and the school board conducting 
previous programs should have 
cooperated in stopping duplica­ 
tion 
Adult education is wonderful 
for the citizens but course offer­ 
ings should follow a survey of 
the citizens as to the courses 
they desire Like the survey on 
on-campus smoking question.

“ no” to the third question 
Finley called the hearing a “charade, 
said it was “ nothing more than an at­ 
tempt to influence the Chicago litigation 
and to harrass me fu rth er,” and 
demanded that Kuhn “release the com­ 
plete transcript of the Dallas hearing for 
the purpose of public scrutiny of your 
self-serving remarks ” 
Arguments in Finley’s suit against 
Kuhn were completed last week but a 
decision is not expected until late March.

for several years, in part because his 
home is in Arlington, Texas ” 


Kuhn also pointed out that Lindblad.

He is hardly in the 
prime of his career and cannot be clas­ 
sified as a star player." 


"I’ve said before that Mr Kuhn is off 
his rocker,” said Finley, “and 1 say it 
again I've said before that he doesn’t 
have the guts to call off this deal and I 
say it again.”

SAN MATEO. Calif. (UPI) - 
Fly fishing for sharks is not for 
the faint at heart. 


But it’s ‘‘sure thing fishing,” 
says Robert L. Edgley, 38. ‘‘It’s 
the most productive fishing that 
I’ve every done. We’ve found 
that there are hundreds and 
hundreds of sharks out there 
and nobody was fishing for 
them.” 
Of c o u rse you have to 
remember a few simple rules. 
Like don’t lean over the side of 
the boat to rinse your hands off 
—you could lose them right up 
to the elbow. 
Edgley, of Aptos. and his best 
fishing buddy, Lawrence Sum­ 
mers. 36, San Jose, were among 
some of the nation's top fishing 
experts invited to the five-day 
International Anglers Exposi­ 
tions, In c., w hich opened 
Wednesday at the San Mateo 
County Fairgrounds 
Their daily lecture and slide 
show gives the finer ‘‘how to” 
points of catching sharks with 
willowly fly rods and six to 15 
pound test lines 
Using Edgley’s 22-foot boat 
they regularly shark fish up and 
down the California coastline, 
wherever the ocean monsters 
are running 


Although they’ll fish most any 
shark that comes cruising up to 
the boat. Edgley and Summers 
said in an interview that they 
prefer the six to seven-foot-long 
great blue shark, found in abun­ 
dance in the P acific and 
weighing from 50 to 60 pounds. 
They think the thresher shark, 
which jumps something like a 
Michigan 
makes it

‘‘This guy gets about 15 feet 
long and weighs from 1,000 to 
2,000 pounds,” Edgley said. “ If 
you irritate him he has the 
c a p a b ility of b iting rig h t 
through the fiberglass of my lit­ 
tle boat.” 
The secret to shark fishing is 
to advertise your presence. 
Alter four years of experimen­ 
ting. Summers said, they found 
th a t 
‘‘ch u m m in g ’’ is the 
answer. They grind up trash 
fish into a kind of soup and 
freeze the mess inside old milk 
cartons. 
“ Edgley’s wife is not too hap­ 
py about that part,” Summers 
added with a grin. 
Once at sea, they strip the 
carton off, put the frozen chum 
bait in a wire basket and lower 
it over the side. As the bait 
melts it trails a slick of fish oil 
and pieces of flesh Sharks pick 
up the trail and follow it right 
into the boat where they circle 
and smash and circle and snap 
at w hatever falls into the 
water 
The “ fly” is a hand tied lure 
resembling a squid or a “vague 
imitation of a trash fish.” It 
usually measures about seven 
inches from tip to tip and is at­ 
tached to a foot of piano wire, 
followed by the standard test 
fly line used by trout fisher­ 
men. 
“We don’t have any mold 
down in our reels,” Edgley 
said Once a shark takes the 
hook he will charge away taking 
as much as 300 yards of line 
b e f o r e s l o w i n g up 
The 
fisherman using a fly rod has to 
use plenty of discretion in per­ 
suading the cranky animals to 
turn around. 
For instance, Edgley holds 


the world record for catching a 
shark on a 15 pound test fly line. 
It took him an hour and 52 
minutes to bring the big blue up 
to the boat. 
“ Plus a hell of an argument,” 
said Summers. It was Septem­ 
ber, 1975 and they were 14 miles 
out to sea. off Dana Point which 
is near former President Nix­ 
on’s retreat at San Clemente. 
“There’s a big underwater 
mountain out there that comes 
within 50 or 60 feet of surface 
and a lot of big fish hang out 
around it,” Summers said “ It 
was getting dark and some of 
the guys were getting pretty 
scared 
They wanted to cut 
Bob’s line and go in. He had to 
keep arguing with them while 
he worked the shark.” 
Edgley and Summers say 
they’ve have had few instances 
of real fear. Although Edgley 
nearly lost a hand once while 
trying to untangle line from 
around the boat propeller. 
“The guy who was suppose to 
be watching for me was a little 


sea sick,” Edgley said. “He 
wasn’t paying much attention.” 
They catch approximately 100 
sharks each during a season, 
but seldom kill them. Unless 
they think they have a record, 
the procedure is to grip the 
shark by the tail with a special­ 
ly developed wire device and 
pull it out of the water where 
they estim ate it’s weight and 
length. Then they free them.

Try furniture wash 
on greasy cabinets 


Polly’s Problem 


D EAR PO LLY — Would anyone have a suggestion for 
removing greasy fingerprints that are around the 
handles on my cabinets and furniture? Also, how does 
one remove make-up from around the collar on a perma­ 
nent press coat? — M RS R.M. 
D EAR MRS. R.M. — There is a CHANCE you could 
remove those greasy spots with a laundry pre-test spray 
such as used on garments. Test first as you did not say 
what sort of finish your pieces have. A wood cleaner 
could also be used and then the pieces waxed or polished 
as usual. If there is a heavy build-up of wax remove it 
with liquid wax sprayed on and rubbed off while wet. 
The marks may come off with the wax. A furniture wash 
that will remove a build-up of dirt and grime is to mix 
three tablespoons linseed oil, one tablespoon turpentine 
in a quart of hot water and let cool. Wash a small section 
at a time, rub dry and go to oext section. When finished 
polish as usual. 
You might sprinkle corn meal on your coat collar, let 
it stay a few minutes and then brush off. If this does not 
work try a regular dry cleaning fluid. 1 once read that 
many new fabrics should he treated like VIPs so 
remember that. Heed any warnings on labels and test 
anything before using. — PO LLY.

No-growth economy 


Words of dire warning for 
those who espouse the no­ 
growth philosophy in Califor­ 
nia were delivered this week 
by a top economist of the 
Security Pacific National 
Bank who strongly fears that 
California is “painting itself 
into a no-growth economy.” 
The greatest detriment to a 
no-growth position, according 
to Conrad C. Jamison, is the 
sim ple fact that such a 
philosophy will work to the 
detriment of business and, 
more importantly, fail to meet 
the job demands of the next 
decade. 
“We could face a 30 per cent 
unem ploym ent 
rate 
for 
specific population groups, 
mostly young people, by 1981, 
if we are unable to provide 
more than 100,000 new jobs a 
year,” says Jamison. 
Translated another way, it 
takes 100.000 new jobs a year 


by private industry to main­ 
tain the present eight per cent 
unemployment rate, dismal as 
this rate is. 


Jamison has differed with 
segments of the Brown ad­ 
ministration and the State 
Legislature on the need to lure 
business and industry to 
California. 
“ S acram en to sa y s the 
specter of zero growth has 
been dreamed up,” Jamison 
stated. “I agree with them 
that the state is making a 
strong recovery from the 
recession, but I’m convinced 
that over the long term we are 
threatened with a lack of 
economic growth.” 


We believe that Jamison’s 
words should be heeded and 
that heavy concentration on 
this 
long-range 
problem 
should be undertaken by all 
levels of government.

Frankly, we think

half-hour stint. 


As a person in the 
news profession, our mind is staggered 
over the fantastic and nearly un­ 
believable salaries paid to those persons 
who read the news over the tube for a 
half-hour each night. We personally 
know one of these so-called anchormen 
who now holds fort back East He used to 
live in Lompoc and while in the Air 
Force, worked on the Air Force “ Mis- 
silier,” which the Record prints. 
TV Guide had a story recently about 
the salaries of these people, and our 
acquaintance was listed at nearly 
$100,000 a year. 
We watch television news every nght 
to keep up with the rhythm and flow of 
the major stories. Not once do we see 
these anchorpersons demonstrating any 
répertoriai ability. Most of them read 
real well and have an ability to push the 
right button at the right time to bring on 
the commercials. It appears also that 
they must be extremely glib in the event

Without them, the 
anchorperson wouldn’t have a news show 
at all.

Three 
persons were on camera for the half- 
hour show. For a solid half hour we 
watched that particular show and not 
once did we see any news live or on film. 
We were forced to sit and watch three 
people reading news, sports and weather 
for a solid half hour What a waste of 
visual news impact.

WASHINGTON - The Howard Hughes 
mystery has taken an ugly turn. 
The late billionaire, once a daredevil 
pilot and a dashing Hollywood producer, 
became a living skeleton in his last 
years, a grotesque, shrunken dehydrated 
shadow of the man he had been. 
The Mexican authorities told us he 
di e d 
of c r i m i n a l 
neglect. Now the U.S. 
authorities are trying 
to determine whether 
his aid es en rich ed 
themselves while they 
let him languish. 
T h e k ey to th e 
mystery is contained 
in the private papers 
t h a t the Me xi ca n 
a u t h o r i t i e s 
c o n ­ 
fiscated, at our in­ 
stigation. from his last 
penthouse prison in 
Acapulco. 
We also 
arranged for U.S. tax 
agents to photograph 
the papers in Mexico 
City. 
The papers include a fascinating daily 
log of the billionaire’s activities. He 
spent his last years watching a constant 
round of movies. He alternated between 
his bed and a lounging chair; he nibbled 
his food, sometimes taking hours to com­ 
plete a sparse meal. The routine was 
punctuated by painful, often prolonged 
trips to the bathroom. 
It is clear from the papers that Hughes 
was both the prisoner and the warden. 
He imprisoned him self in black-out 
penthouses from the B aham as to 
Nicaragua, from Vancouver to London. 


He issued the orders, and they were 
obeyed explicitly. Sometimes the orders 
involved m onum ental, million-dollar 
m atters. On Nov. 12, 1974, for instance, 
instructions went out from the penthouse 
to his top lieutenants. 


“ He has a staggering plan of great im­ 
portance regarding Las Vegas.” they 
were informed They were ordered to be 
“ available within 3-4 hours so that they 


can all start to work immediately on his 
plan.” 
This staggering idea, it turned out, was 
to construct a huge new Las Vegas hotel- 
casino complex surpassing all others in 
magnificence. He had just the right 
name for it: the Howard Hughes. 
But most of the billionaire’s orders 
were much more mundane. Typical were 
these instructions, which he issued on 
Dec. 23, 1971: “ His head pillow is to be 
inserted with the hard blue-green pillow 
next to his back and the open end of the 
pillow case on his right (not the left as 
before). Also, carry the pillow by the 
bottom seam ’’ 
His doctors provided him with drugs, 
which they warned were harmful. These 
nostrums, apparently, gave him his only 
release from his confinement. His last 
conscious act. according to witnesses, 
was a feeble, pathetic attempt to inject a 
hypodermic needle into his shriveled 
arm. He finally dropped the syringe 
helplessly. 


Yet the fading Hughes constantly 
sought medical advice, which he seldom 
heeded. His doctors urged him to exer­ 
cise. to regulate his activities, to eat 
more nourishing food. He never did. 


In early 1974. he wanted to confine his 
intake to prepared cereals. “ Please.” he 
scrawled in his own handwriting, “have 
them research the serial (sic) field — 
either in Freeport. Miami, or L A 
before I consume any more of that turd­ 
like meat. But pse (sic) exercise all cau­ 
tion toward security.” One of the four 
doctors who attended him. Dr Norman 
Crane, produced a report on the food con­ 
tent of the leading dry cereals. He con­ 
cluded in a Feb. 8. 1974. letter that “they 
are mostly carbohydrate with a small 
amount of vegetable protein. For in­ 
stance Buc Wheats contain more protein 
than most of the cereals yet a 15-ounce 
box would provide about 45 grams of soy­ 
bean protein (approximately one-half the 
daily maintenance requirement for a 
man of your size )” In July. 1973, aide 
Levar Myler was helping Hughes to the 
bathroom in the London penthouse. Sud­ 


denly. the fragile Hughes lost his footing, 
crashed to the bathroom floor and broke 
a hip It was the last time he would walk. 
A year later, Hughes described the 
surgery in his own handwriting. Dr. 
Walter Robinson, a distinguished London 
surgeon, “performed a most difficult 
piece of surgery on my left leg. which 
was broken at the hip ...” wrote the 
bedridden billionaire. “The surgery in­ 
volved driving a steel spike right thru the 
bone which constitute a joint and major 
structure of my leg at that point. 
“This surgery was performed at the 
London clinic, and I was under complete 
anesthetic for four hours ... I was tran­ 
sported from the London Clinic to my 
present position in the Bahamas on a 
stretcher in an ambulance and by plane 
accompanied by an expert and fully 
qualified doctor every inch of the way. 
“The point is I did not leave the 
stretcher and prone position from time 
of surgery until I arrived in Freeport un­ 
til I was put in a bed. and I have not left 
that bed up until and including this mo­ 
ment— not even going to the bathroom.” 
Both doctors and aides tried to per­ 
suade Hughes to exercise and get back 
on his feet. But he just lay in bed and 
dreamed of his past deeds For a final 
moment, he resolved to fly again. He in­ 
quired whether Dr. Hughes, whom he 
remembered from the past, would ex­ 
amine him for his pilot's license.

In the previous dispatch on the subject 
I mentioned the missing Chilean labor 
leaders, and the frustration in ascertain­ 
ing whether they were vaporized by the 
Chilean secret police. Behold the suc­ 
ceeding events. First, the families of the 
missing 13 men petitioned to a Court ot 
Appeals to name a judge to take over the 
investigation. Then a 
rapid succession of 
events. 
1) The r e l e v a n t 
d e p a rtm e n t in the 
Chilean governm ent 
comes up with copies 
of exit visas given to 
eight of the named 
men. 
2) T h e C h i l e a n 
government requests 
Argentina to search 
through its records to 
see whether there is a 
record of these men 
entering 
Argentina, 
since they were last 
seen headed in that 
direction. 
3) After a few days’ delay, the Argen­ 
tine government reveals that four of the 
men did indeed enter Argentina during 
the first week in February. 
What about the rest? I quote from “ El 
Mercurio,” the principal daily in San­ 
tiago: “The chief of (immigration) in 
Mendoza, Juan Cortes, in a telephone 
conversation ... said that the requests for 
inform ation had been forwarded to 
Buenos Aires. ‘There is a delay of two 
years in the archives,' he explained. ‘We 
believe that this could result in delaying 
a little the validation of any immigration 
into Argentina, of whatever person.’” 
Consider the infuriating aspects of the 
above story. Ten men are alleged by 
Amnesty International, on 23 December 
1976, to have disappeared. 
Variously, 
that number becomes 13, or eight. 
In 
early February, four of them went into 
Argentina. Question: 
What were they 
doing between mid-December when they 
disappeared and early F ebruary? 
Question: 
Why did they not com ­ 
municate their whereabouts to their 
friends or family? Question: Where are 
the balance? Question; If Argentina's 
im m igration records are two years 
behind, how is it that they came up with 
the records on the four? 
All that is established clearly is that 
here is a clear record of four men who 
are apparently alive and well enough to 
travel who were widely thought of as 
having been killed by the Chileans. At 
this writing, the public has yet to hear 
from them, but it is inconceivable that 
the Argentines are lying in the m atter: 
they would not assume unnecessarily the 
burden of having last exercised authority 
over the four Chileans — they have 
enough troubles of their own. So that the 
charge of the Pinochet government con­ 
cerning the “desparecidos” — the miss­ 
ing ones — that they left the country, and 
decline to identify themselves in order to 
em barrass the Chilean government — is 
at least to the extent of the missing four, 
sustained. Oh yes. the missing men are 
members of the Communist Party. 
The heartening development is that all 
of this comes out now in the Chilean 
press On the same day in which these 
d etails transpired, “ El Mercurio” 
published a heated editorial denouncing 
the junta for closing down the radio sta­ 
tion. Balmaceda. Again, on that same 
day “ La Tercera,” another widely read 
daily, reported that the Supreme Court 
had accepted the case of C arlos 
Humberto Contreras, a Communist and 
ex-councilman for the city of Concep­ 
cion who disappeared in November. This 
is the first writ of habeas corpus handed 
down by the Supreme Court since the 
government took power. If the press is 
free, we will sooner or later learn the 
truth. 
The truth? “Our fight to maintain high 
the prestige of C hile,” P resid en t 
Pinochet told me, “ has consisted in tell­ 
ing the truth, in repeating the truth, in in­ 
sisting on the truth. When there has been 
an abuse of human rights,” he in turn in­ 
sisted. “we have recognized it, and 
proceeded to investigate and punish 
severely the person responsible But the 
capacity for invention that Communism 
has is incredible and it is perfectly 
financed by the Kremlin in a monstrous 
campaign throughout the w estern 
world.” 
About this there is no doubt. The day’s 
news — so full of Chilean events — br­ 
ings also the item courtesy of Messrs. 
Evans and Novak. Olrando Letelier, the 
former foreign minister of Allende who 
was assassinated in Washington last fall, 
wrote in March to the daughter of 
Salvador Allende residing in Chile a let­ 
ter he closed by saying, "Perhaps some 
day, not far away, we (Chileans) will be 
able to do what has been done in Cuba.” 
That spokesman was of the government 
stubbornly denominated by the liberal 
press as “ the democratic government of 
Allende.”

Incidentally, 
M arjorie 
G uthrie is still working 
diligently towards finding a 
way to understand Hun­ 
tington’s Disease, the illness 
that institutionalized her hus­ 
band for fifteen years before 
it killed him. Remarking 
about the sensitive scene in 
‘‘Alice’s R estaurant,” in 
which Woody Guthrie is por­ 
trayed briefly, dying, Mar­ 
jorie sadly notes: “I only wish 
Woody did have a private 
room and a private nurse in a 
beautiful hospital like they 
showed. The truth is, be was 
in a ward with 44 other men, 
all mental patients. We did 
everything wrong. We didn’t 
understand the disease. 
Fam ilies like ours need 
friends.” 
To that end, there is a 
Woody Guthrie Foundation, 
which o v e rsees Woody 
Guthrie Publications. The 
money they receive from book 
and record sales goes towards 
the fight against Huntington's 
disease and other chronic 
neurological diseases.

Affairs of the famous

Being famous has its draw­ 
backs — not the least of which 
is that after the celebrity dies, 
some relative, lover, or ser­ 
vant invariably writes a book 
and invariably bills it as the 
first and only “ insider’s” ac­ 
count. 
Kay Morgan was Gen. 
Eisenhower’s wartime driver 
and later, she claims, his 
lover. Morgan, who died last 
year, exp lain s that she 
delayed writing “ Past Forget­ 
ting” until after Ike died and 
she knew she was dying; that 
same sense of decorum and 
delicacy runs throughout this 
affectionate and affecting 
book. 
Ike’s outburst, “Goddamnit, 
can’t you tell I’m crazy about 
you” is about as passionate as 
their affair ever got. Since the 
couple could rarely be assured 
of privacy, their lovemaking 
was usually limited to ex­ 
changing meaningful glances 
and notes. 
As a memoir of a love af­ 
fair, “ Past Forgetting” is 
worth forgetting. But as a 
rare personal look at a 
military man’s life, it’s very 
definitely worth reading. 
A member of Ike’s official 
wartime family, Kay met 
dignitaries ranging from 
“ Geòrgie” Patton to King 
George VI. Indeed, some of 
the best parts of her book are 
her comments on the leaders 
of the day. 
About the P.M. (i.e. Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill) 
she writes: “ I always used to 
think how shocked the P.M.’s 
nanny would have been if she 
could see the way he behaved. 
He would slurp his soup, spill 
things, pick up food with his 
fingers. He would pick his 
nose while listening to the 
rare person who managed to 
get a word in edgewise.” 
Not everyone was fond of 
Kay. Gen. George Marshall, 
Army Chief of Staff and Ike’s 
boss, apparently pressured 
Ike into scrapping plans to 
divorce Mamie and marry 
Kay. Marshall threatened that 
if Ike “ even came close to do-

ing such a thing, he’d not only 
bust him out of the army, he’d 
see to it that never for the rest 
of his life would he be able to 
draw a peaceful breath.” 
The children of Franklin 
and Eleanor Roosevelt have 
slid into obscurity, surfacing 
now and then to justify their 
involvement in a seemingly 
ceaseless series of business 
and marital scandals (among 
them, the Roosevelt children 
have been divorced 17 times) 
or to write the “ real story” 
behind their parents’ ap­ 
parently miserable marriage. 
“ My Parents” is Jam es 
Roosevelt’s refutation of 
brother Eliott’s recent book in 
which FDR was portrayed as 
the ultimate Don Juan and 
Eleanor as the ultim ate 
prude. Ironically, Ja m e s’ 
book provides a nearly iden­ 
tical, rather than a “ differing 
v i e w ,” as its su b title 
promises. 
The book offers little that’s 
new about the Roosevelts’ 
lives, and it’s written in a 
style that’s an affront to the 
reader. The book’s dis­ 
organization and redundancy 
make reading it frustrating 
and sometimes boring. 
B ut 
i t ’ s 
a l s o 
often 
fascinating, since ” My 
Parents’’ is an excellent 


analysis of what it’s like to be 
the child of a famous person. 


Jam es was only 13 when his 
father was crippled by polio. 
As the eldest son, he was soon 
ea s e d into the role of 
“ glorified errand boy,” ser­ 
ving as his father’s legs and 
also as his whipping boy. 


When a Uraguayan presi­ 
dent hesitated to join FDR in 
a Montevideo parade for fear 
of being shot, FDR reassured 
him by suggesting, “ I’ll let 
my little boy Jimmy ride in 
the jump seat directly in front 
of you so you’ll be shielded.” 


As public servants, FDR 
and Ike probably accepted the 
inevitability of after-death 
dissections. Nobel Prize win­ 
ning n o v e lis t W illiam 
Faulkner refused to accept 
the invasion of his privacy as 
inevitable. 


Until now, nearly 15 years 
after his death, his passion for 
privacy has been respected. 
Yet Meta Carpenter Wilde’s 
book is an explicit account of 
her nearly two decade affair 
with Faulkner. 


Wilde was a secretary and 
script girl to director Howard 
Hawks when Faulkner left his 
home and alcoholic wife in 
Oxford, Miss, for Hollywood 
and a job writing screenplays. 
Their affair started almost 
immediately. 


Wilde, unfortunately, is an 
inveterate name-dropper. She 
sometimes forgets that her 
story is of interest only 
because of her link to 
Faulkner — not because 
Maurice Chevalier tried to 
seduce her on a cross-country 
train trip.

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Joe Campbell plans for disaster 
A modern Noah's geodesic ark 


BRENT S MOUNTAIN, Va. 
— (NEA) — It started when 
Joe Campbell was discussing 
philosophy with his friends 
and 
a ll 
a g re e d 
th a t 
“catastrophe is inevitable.“ It 
may not be imminent but soon 
or late it will come. The polar 
cap will melt, the earth’s axis 
may shift, whatever — and 
mankind will be in a heap of 
trouble. 
The more Campbell chewed 
on the prospect the more he 
feared for the vulnerability of 
the human race. Even those in 
his small, isolated mountain 
community were not secure: 
a hurricane in 1969 deposited 
32 inches of rain here in a 
single evening, and some of 
the bodies, as many of the lost 
illusions, have still not been 
recovered. 
So it was that Campbell 
decided to show himself, his 
neighbors, and those of the 
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world who care to see, that 
something can be done. Eigh­ 
teen months ago he began con­ 
structing what he believes is a 
nearly invincible “survival 
sphere,” a 22-foot refuge from 
flood and earthquake that he 
expects to complete by the 
springtime thaw. 
The sphere, which sits in 
Campbell’s Blue Ridge 
backyard like a giant gray 
billiard ball, is a remarkably 
sophisticated extension of 
B uckm inister 
F u l l e r ’s 
geodesic dome. Fuller was 
first to popularize the sturdy 
simplicity of the grid of 
triangular faces. Campbell 
has welded two of the domes 
together for his craft. 
“This may be the first 
geodesic sphere built to live 
in,” Campbell says. Almost 
certainly it is the first one 
built to take to the sea. 
Campbell worries most about 
flood, therefore believes he 
has created the ultimate ark. 
“Nothing,” he says, “floats 
like a ball.” 
Most assuredly, Campbell’s 
sphere looks as if it could lie 
on the water with reliability. 
It is sealed with alternating 
la y e rs

On buying a used car

In buying a used car, first'consider 
where and when you want to look for one. 
Generally, new car dealers are higher 
priced but offer better warranties; used 
car dealers are cheaper, take trade-ins, 
but warranties are more limited; in­ 
dividuals are cheapest yet, but there is 
no warranty. (Check the DMV to see if 
the car is stolen or about to be reposses­ 
sed.) Shop near the end of the month 
when salesmen are concerned with 
quotas, and are more willing to go down 
in price. 


To avoid problems: 
1. Don’t believe an unbelievable 
bargain. 
2. Get in writing, repeat, in writing a 
signed statement of any claims, 
promises, conditions or guarantees 
made verbally by the seller. Claims such 
as “Just recently overhauled” “ New 
tires” should be detailed in writing, and 
so should any repairs that are promised, 
etc. 
3. If you go to a dealer get some kind of 
warranty — 30 days on all needed repairs 


Few benefits 
to wine sipping

DEAR DR. LAMB - Please 
explain the benefits of drink­ 
ing a glass of wine each day. I 
have beard this will prevent a 
person from ever having 
hardening of the arteries in 
old age. Is this fact or fiction? 
DEAR READER — Fiction. 
Other than the pleasure a per­ 
son derives from it there are 
no real benefits from drinking 
a glass of wine. It may make 
some people feel more relax­ 
ed and at peace with the world 
but even that idea has been 
challenged. It helps improve 
some people’s appetite and if 
a person needs that effect it 
might be useful in that regard. 
Most people need just the op­ 
posite. A glass of only four or 
five ounces of table wine is 
equivalent to a can of beer or 
one cocktail. Dessert wine is 
stronger by a good deal. So 
wine tends to give a person 
quite a bit of alcohol and 
should be regarded as a potent 
alcoholic drink. 
So you can evaluate the 
effects of a glass of wine on 
the body I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 1-4, 
Alcohol, Whiskey, Gin, Vodka, 
Rum, Wine, Beer. Others who 
want this information can 
send 50 cents for it with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — Please 
tell us in your column how 
much daily wine and beer con­ 
sumption is too much. My hus­ 
band, who is 66, drinks a fifth 
of wine each day and a large 
can of beer. I am very con­ 
cerned that he may be one the 
way to becoming an alcoholic. 
He is a chain smoker, very 
nervous, and has not had a 
medical checkup in many 
years. 
DEAR READER - Your 
husband is already an 
alcoholic. I am sending you 
The Health Letter on alcohol 
that I mentioned to the other 


reader. He mu3t be getting 
more than three ounces of 
alcohol a day or the equivalent 
of more than six cocktails, 
perhaps much more if he is 
drinking dessert wines. Think 
of a four-ounce glass of table 
wine as being equivalent to a 
cocktail. A can of beer is also 
equivalent to a cocktail as 
usually mixed. 
In addition to knowing about 
the effects of alcohol you need 
to see if you can get your hus­ 
band some help. With his 
smoking history he is more 
than three times as likely to 
have a heart attack or a 
stroke as non-smokers. His 
chances of cancer of the lung 
have been increased. Alcohol 
and tobacco together increase 
the chances of cancer. He 
may have liver disease from 
chronic use at alcohol. 
You should check the yellow 
pages of your telephone book 
under Alcohol or Alcoholism 
Information. If your com­ 
munity has any organizations 
that can give you advice they 
may help you. There is an Al- 
Anon organization for 
relatives of alcoholics which 
may give you advice on how to 
help your husband. It would be 
nice if he would go to a doctor 
and perhaps he will if you 
arrange it for him. 
Meanwhile try to keep him 
on a good nutritious diet and 
give him a daily all-purpose 
vitamin tablet. That will not 
solve his problem though; he 
needs professional help to get 
off the bottle, and hopefully, 
he can also get off the 
cigarettes.

is nice, but at least get a discount on 
parts and labor for a year. 
4. Check out the condition of the car 
very carefully. Here are some tips on 
how to determine it: 
—Take a test drive including a variety 
of conditions — town, highway, hills, 
bumpy roads. If the seller won’t allow a 
test drive, forget it. 
—If the car has ever been in an acci­ 
dent there may be structural damage. 
—Check the tires — unevenly worn 
tread can mean the wheels need align­ 
ment. 
—Check the shock absorbers by 
pushing hard on each comer of the car — 
it should bounce once and stop. 
—Shake the front wheels hard — 
beware of loose play or clunking noises. 
—If braking is uneven or spongy, or if 
pedal sinks slowly, work may be needed. 
—Check all lights, signals, doors, win­ 
dows, catches, etc. 
—Drive the car in all gears. Automatic 
transmissions should change gears quiet­ 
ly and smoothly; manual ones shouldn’t 
chatter, jerk or stick. 


—The car should accelerate to high 
speeds quickly and smoothly. 
—Steering should be neither too loose 
or too tight. 
—If the car is hard to control on a 
bumpy road, there may be trouble with 
the suspension. 
—Let the car idle for a few minutes, 
then check underneath for drips of gas, 
oil or fluid.

—Have the mechanic of your choice 
check the engine and car, or have a 
diagnostic test. The expense is worth it. 
It can tell you what repairs may be 
needed, and you can ask to have the cost 
of them deducted from the price. 
—Ask the dealer to see the mileage 
statement from the former owner 
(which he must have according to the 
Federal Odometer Law). From this you 
can get proof of the actual miles on the 
car, and also the name and address of the 
former owner. Contact him and find out 
what the car is really like.

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Plants in the 
... 
The poinsettia comes of age 


If Joel Poinsett were alive today, he 
would scarcely recognize the millions 
of poinsettias that we use to celebrate 
the holidays. What Poinsett, our first 
ambassador to Mexico, discovered 
there in 1825 was a large shrub or small 
tree with branch tip leaves which an­ 
nually turned red during the shortest 
days of the year. 
The poinsettias we have today are 
stocky plants from 12 to 48 inches tall, 
crowned by magnificent flowerlike 
bracts in shades of brilliant red, pink or 
white. Jingle Bells, which has been

widely distributed to local growers this 
year for the first time by the Ecke 
Poinsettia Ranch in California, has 
bright red bracts with pink spots. Pixie, 
first introduced last year, is treated to 
grow less than 12 inches tall and is 
available with red, pink or white 


bracts. 
When you bring home a poinsettia, 
keep it beautiful for as long as possible 
by being sure the soil never dries out 
severely. Also, give it bright light or an 
hour or two of sun and protect from 
drafts of either hot, dry heat or cold air. 
With this kind of care, most of today’s 
hybrid poinsettias will retain their 
colorful bracts until February or 
March. 
When the poinsettia’s petal-like 
bracts begin to wither and fall, cut the 
stems back to about 5 inches from the 
soil and set the pot in a closet or similar 
darkened place for a month or two and 
water only enough to keep the soil 
barely damp. Following this brief rest, 
repot into a size larger container, add­ 
ing fresh all-purpose potting soil as 
necessary to fill. Move to a sunny 
window and water freely. 


When the spring weather is warm and 
frost-free, and night temperatures stay 
above 50F., you can put your poinsettia 
outdoors in a partly sunny place, either 
with the pot sunk to the rim in the 
ground, or displayed among a grouping 
of container plants. Be sure to keep the 
soil always moist and apply fertilizer 
according to container directions 
throughout the summer. Between July 
15 and August 1, but not later in the 
season, cut out the tip of each stem if 
you want to encourage bushier, more 
compact growth.

peratures begin to drop near the 50F. 
mark, bring your poinsettia indoors and 
place it in a sunny window. From 
October 15 until December 15 your 
poinsettia should receive NO light other 
than normal autumn daylight. If your 
poinsettia is in a room where electric 
lights are on at night, flowering will be 
delayed, if not prevented entirely. If 
you can’t keep your poinsettia in a room 
that is dark at night, put a big card­ 
board carton over it every day at 6 
p.m.; remove carton at 8 a.m. to allow 
sun to reach the plant. Nighttime 
temperatures between 60 and 65 during 
this period of short-light days further 
help assure flowering for the holidays. 
And, if all of this sounds like too much 
trouble, and your poinsettia doesn’t 
bloom, simply enjoy it as a handsome 
foliage plant. The poinsettia is a 
member of the large Euphorbia family 
(the crown-of-thorns is closely related).

Q. Why do the leaves of my palm tree 
develop brown spots and dead tips?

Q. Why doesn’t Social Security allow 
more than $255 in funeral benefits? This 
won’t pay for a casket, let alone a 
funeral, at today’s prices. — Mrs. 
A.M.C., Augusta, Me. 
A. Social Security doesn’t decide how 
much money you’re going to get in 
benefits. Congress does. If you feel 
strongly that Social Security funeral 
benefits should be increased, let your 
Senators and Representative know 
about it. 
Meanwhile, there are alternatives to 
a so-called “expensive” funeral and 
burial. You can donate your body to 
science or a medical school. This way 
the most that has to be paid is for 
transportation of the body and possibly 
subsequent cremation (after the body 
has been used for science or medical 
purposes). 
In my area, simple cremation, in­ 
cluding transportation, preparation 
and return of the ashes to the family, 
can come to as little as $350. Once the 
body has been disposed of a simple 
memorial service in the deceased’s 
home or in a religious place can serve 
as an appropriate focus for family and 
friends’ grief. 
Traditional funerals don’t have to 
cost a fortune either. At least (Hie 
funeral home in my area offers a 
complete funeral — casket, minister, 
graveside service - for $605. With $256 
from Social Security, you’d only have to 


come up with another $440, which is 
within most families’ budgets. 
* • • 
Q. I was put on a disability pension by 
my employer because I got a problem 
with my lungs. I’d worked for this 
employer for 20 years and I was told I 
would be put back to work if my health 
improved. 
My health did improve and I’ve had 
several doctors give me a check up to 
prove it. But the company still won’t 
give me my job back. What can I do? — 
C.H.M., New Kensington, Pa. 
A. If you suspect job discrimination, 
you must find a way to fit your case into 
the special categories covered by these 
government agencies: 
— Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission, which handles discrim­ 
ination based on race, sex, national 
origin, religion, and color. 


If your employer is trying to retire 
you early, this might be considered a 
form of age discrimination and would 
fall under the jurisdiction of your local 
Wage-Hour Office (U.S. Department of 
Labor). Try to get your employer’s 
retirement policy in writing and take 
your case to the government agency or 
agencies indicated. The government 
agencies might try to arbitrate your 
case with the employer and might even 
file suit on your behalf — if there’s a 
strong case of discrimination.

Plenty of romance and in­ 
trigue has taken place over 
the CB radio, but there’s 
never been a story quite like 
the saga of Top Cat and Slick 
Chick. 
. Thomas “Top Cat" Fuller 
and Victoria “Slick Chick" 
Seaton of Hollywood, Florida, 
were married in a July wed­ 
ding conducted entirely over 
citizen’s band. The ceremony 
caught public attention. 
Newspapers, national televi­ 
sion and the wire services 
carried the story. 
For moat people who do 
something off-beat like that, 
the story ends and you never 
hear about them again. But 
Top Cat and Slick Chick seem­ 
ed destined to come back time 
and again to the pages of 
papers coast-to-coast. 
Not long after the CBers’ 
wedding. Slick Chick told Top 
Cat that she had to fly west to 
visit her sick father on the 
Rosebud Indian Reservation 
in South Dakota. Shortly after 
arriving out West, Slick Chick 
called her husband and asked 
for $2,000 to buy a car. He 
wired her the money. Then 
nothing. She never called him 
back, and he couldn’t reach 
her. 
Fuller, a paint contractor, 
said he spent more than $1,000 
on long distance telephone 
calls trying to locate Slick 
Chick. Police in several states 
were unable to locate her or 
anyone who could be her 
father — dying or otherwise. 
He finally returned to the 
newspapers and pleaded for

her to return, or tor someone 
to tell him what had happen­ 
ed. 


His plea worked. She called 
him 24 hours later to say she 
was ill and in a Philadelphia, 
Mississippi, hospital. They 
talked on the phone each day. 
Fuller explained later that 
they hadn’t really gotten to 
know each other during their 
brief courtship. 
The last time he talked to 
her was during the pre-dawn 
hours on a September mor­ 
ning. She promised him that 
she was on her way home. 
An hour later, she was dead, 
the victim of a head-on colli­ 
sion near Philadelphia that 
also claimed the life of the 
young man driving the other 
car. 
It was a story full of irony, 
but it still wasn’t over. 
In November, law enforce­ 
ment officers in Hollywood, 
Florida, announced that Top 
Cat had been busted for 
delivering 500 amphetamines 
to an agent posing as a CBer. 
Narcotics agents said that 
Fuller, 45, had been suspected 
of being a major pill supplier, 
and he was apparently using 
his CB to set up alleged drug 
sales. An informer had tipped 
the agents off three weeks 
before that Top Cat was 
pushing large amounts of 
drugs. 
An agent used a CB to con­ 
tact Fuller and set up a sale 
just off Interestate 95. 
In arresting Fuller, agents 
also confiscated his car, 
which was equipped with his 
CB and a scanner that 
monitored police radio calls.
